SUBJECT: CURRENT EFFERVESCENCE IN BANGKOK 

REF: A) BANGKOK 17371 B) BANGKOK 17077 

SUMMARY: IN ADDITION TO RANSACKING OF PRIME MINISTER 
KHUKRIT’S RESIDENCE NIGHT OF AUG 19-20 (REF A) THERE 
ARE SIX OTHER DISPUTES OF VARING SIZE GOING ON IN 
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INTERNATIONAL MEDIA ATTENTION. TOO SOON TO MAKE JUDG- 
MENT ON WHAT THESE DEVELOPMENTS WILL AMOUNT TO MUCH, 

BUT MISSION WILL MONITOR THEM CLOSELY. END SUMMARY 

1. AS OF AUG 20 BANGKOK IS SUFFERING FROM A SERIES OF 
DISTURBANCES WHICH WILL PROBABLY ATTRACT CONSIDERABLE 
WIRE SERVICE ATTENTION, PARTICULARLY IN VIEW OF LAST 
NIGHT'S RANSACKING OF THE PRIME MINISTER S RESIDENCE 

(SEE REFTEL A). 

2. NEWS COVERAGE MAY BE EXAGGERATED AND PRESS ACCOUNTS MIGHT 
ATTEMPT TO ESTABLISH INTERRELATIONS AMONG THE FOLLOWING 
LARGELY UNCONNECTED EVENTS: 

A) THE DEMONSTRATIONS IN LAMPHUN PROVINCE AGAINST THE 
RELEASE OF THE "LAMPHUN 9." (REFTEL B) 

B) POLICE DISSATISFACTION IN BANGKOK RELATING TO THE 
PENDING LEGISLATION THAT WILL REMOVE FROM THE THAI 
NATIONAL POLICE DEPARTMENT (TNPD) THE AUTHORITY TO 
APPROVE THE RESULTS TF CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

(SEPTEL WILL COVER IN SOME DETAIL THE ISSUUES AT STAKE 
IN THIS PROBLEM.) 

C) THE RANSACKING OF THE PRIME MINISTER'S HOUSE WHICH 
APPEARS TO RELATE MORE TO PARA 2 (B) ABOVE THEN TO PARA 
2 (A). 

D) SITUATION AT THAMMASAT UNIVERSITY, WHERE UP TO 2,000 
VOCATIONAL STUDENTS ARE DEMANDING COMPENSATION FROM 
THE NATIONAL STUDENT CENTER OF THAILAND (NSCT) FOR THE 
SERIOUS WOUNDING OF A VOCATIONAL STUDENT BY NSCT SECURITY 
GUARD AT A RECENT NSCT SPONSORED RALLY AT THAMMASAT AUT 15. 
EMBASSY INFORMED BY POLICE GENERAL SANEH SITTHIPHUN 
AFTERNOON OF AUG 20 THAT APPROXIMATELY 15 BUSLOADS OF 
TECHNICAL STUDENTS ARE TRYING TO TAKE OVER THE THAMMASAT 
UNIVERSITY CAMPUS BY FORCE. THE TECHNICAL STUDENTS ARE 
ALLEGEDLY THROWING BOMBS AND USING FIREARMS. THAI (DOMESTIC) 
RADIO REPORTS THAT MANY PEOPLE HAVE BEEN WOUNDED. 

E) THE THAI SECURITY GUARDS' STRIKE AND DEMOSTRATION 
AT GOVERNMENT HOUSE. THE STRIKING THAI SECURITY GUARDS 
SURROUNDED GOVERNMENT HOUSE MORNING OF AUG 20. THE 
STRIKERS BEGAN A FIGHT WITH OTHER THAI SECURITY GUARDS 
WHO SHOWED UP TO COLLECT BACK PAY IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
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GOVERNMENT'S LAST OFFER. UNCONFIRMED REPORTS SUGGEST 
THAT THE STRIKING SECURITY GUARDS ARE HOLDING THREE 
UNIDENTIFIED OFFICIALS. POLICE GENERAL SANEH'S OFFICE 
TELLS US THAT THE SECURITY GUARD SITUATION BECOMING 
VOLATILE AND, IF CONTINUED, COULD LEAD TO DECLARATION OF 
STATE OF EMERGENCY. 

F) FOR THE PAST SEVERAL DAYS, TOURIST BUS OPERATORS 
HAVE BEEN DEMONSTRATING IN FRONT OF THE INTERIOR AND 
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COMMUNICATIONS MINISTRIES AS PART OF A CONFLICT BETWEEN 
COMMERCIAL RIVALS FOR CONTRACTS AND FRANCHISES WHICH THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATION IS CURRENTLY LETTING. 

G) A FEW FEMALE TEXTILE WORKERS, STRIKING AGAINST DEFENSE 
MINISTRY OPERATED MILLS IN PHITSANULOK PROVINCE, ARE 
HOLDING A SMALL-SCALE DEMONSTRATION IN FRONT OF THE 
DEFENSE MINISTRY. 

3. WHILE ALL OF THE ABOVE EVENTS ARE OCCURRING FOR THEIR 
OWN INDIVIDUAL REASONS, THE CUMULATIVE IMPACT ON BOTH THE 
INTERNATIONAL NEWS MEDIA AND ON THE CONSERVATIVE THAI ELITE 
IS ONE OF A DISMAYING DETERIORATION OF 'LAW AND ORDER.' 1 
IT IS TOO SOON TO MAKE A IUDGEMENT ON HOW SERIOUS WHETHER ABOVE 
DEVELOPMENTS, INDIVIDUALLY OR COLLECTIVELY, WILL PROVE. 

WE WILL MONITOR THESE DEVELOPMENTS CLOSELY.
